17-Year-Old Girl Is 
Feature Of Meeting: 
She Speaks For Father 


Featured by a speech by 17-year-old Lola Patterson, 
who spoke on behalf of her father, Guy Patterson, K.C., ald- 
ermanic candidate on the Civic Progressive Association 
slate, Wednesday night’s civic election campaign meeting 
at Calder school gave a poor reception to candidates. 


Only 15 electors were in attendance at the meeting 
when it opened and this dwindled to eight before the last 
candidate was heard. 


Youthful Miss Patterson conducted herself like a vet- 
eran campaigner as she took the “stump” for her father, 
who was unavoidably absent. She received warm applause 
from the meeting. 

William MacKenzie was chairman. 


Ald. George A. Campbell, Citizens’ Committee mayoral- 
ty candidate, while paying tribute to some of the fine 
qualities of his opponent. was critical of his extravagant 
claims to credit for Edmonton's recent advancement made 
by Mayor John W. Fry. He contended that the city commis- 
sioners, the ten members of the aldermanic board, the heads 
of civic departments and the loyal civic workers were en- 
titled to their share of praise and credit for any advance- 
ment made during the past four years. “A city the size of 
Edmonton is not under the thumb of any one man,” he added. 


Says He Got Co-Operation 


Mayor John W. Fry, Independent mayoralty candidate, 
declared that the aldermen and commissioners had co-oper- 
ated with him “in the city’s financial and other advance- 


ment.” 

He stressed the fact that during his regime the tax- 
payers had benefitted by a reduction in the mill rate from 
55 mills to 51.5 in spite of a bank overdraft of nearly $2,- 
000,000, which had now been reduced to $250,000. 

Ald. H. D. Ainlay, aldermanic candidate on the Cana- 
dian Labor Party ticket, declared he favored a gradual re- 
duction in utility rates so those who had built up the sur- 
pluses would benefit from them. 

This stand also was supported by Miss Margaret Crang, 
running on the Civic Progressive slate.as an aldermanic can- 
didate. She also stated cost-of-living bonuses should be paid 
civic employees and families of men on active service to 
meet the rising cost of living.+ 

Ald. George A. Campbell (Citi- 
zens’ Committee, mayoralty); While 
I can commend some of the fine 
qualities of my opponent, I cannot 
subscribe to the extravagant claims 
he has made of responsibility for 
Edmonton progress in the past four 
years. We all realize that a city 
the size of Edmon‘on js not under 
the thumb of one man. There are 
the city commissioners; the ten 
aldermen; there are the heads of 
civic departments, and their staffs. 
All these men have worked hard to 
accomplish the progress that has 
been made by the city during the 
past four years. 

The saving of $117,000 annuaily 
in gas rates which we now enjoy 
was put through by city council, 
The suggestion for this rate reduc- 
tion came from ex-Ald, Hugh John 
Macdonald. Edmonton's popular 
soft-water addition to the water 
works plant was first proposed by 
Ald. A. Blair Paterson and later 
passed by city council.

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Roosevelt Urges Free | 


Nations To Plan Sound 
Social, Economic World 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(AP)—President Roosevelt 
declared today that the American people had made “an un- 
limited commitment” that there shall be a free world, and 
called on all free nations to plan for a sound social and econ- 
omic world order after the war, 


The President also assailed a “misguided” few—both 
industrialists and leaders of labor—for placing personal 
advantage above the welfare of the United States and for 
delaying defence output by using their “economic power” 
to force acceptance of their demands rather than using es- 
tablished mediation machinery. 


Addressing 250 delegates representing 33 nations at the 
concluding session of the international labor office confer- 
ence in the east room of the White House, the President said: 

“The American people have made an unlimited commit- 
ment that there shall be a free world. Against that com- 
mitment, no individual or group shall prevail.” 


Berlin Slave Market Of World 


Declaring that Labcr under the Nazi system had become 
the “slave of the military state,” and that Berlin today was 
the “principal slave market of the world,” Mr. Roosevelt 
added: 


“The American worker has no illusions about the fate 


that awaits -himand his free ‘Labor organtzutions If Hitler: |" 


should win. He knows that his own liberty and the very 
safety of the people of the United States cannot be assured 
in a world which is three-fourths slave and one-fourth free, 
He knows that we must furnish arms to Britain, Russia 
and China and that we must do it now—today.” 


The President said the place of the whole western hemi- 
sphere in a German drive for world domination had been 
marked on the Nazi timetable, and the choice America had to 
make was between realism “in terms of three shifts a day” 
to produce necessary defence materials and the attitude of 
the “blind and the deluded” who think that business can be 
done with Hitler and that American armament output is sa- 
tisfactory.

Our home building program, 
while it is not all that could be de- 
sired, has been a splendid one, Dur- 
ing the past two years almost one 
thousand new homes have been 
built in this city. This is a marvel- 
lous record when one considers that 
no outside help has been available 
either through the National Housing 
act or through loans from financia! 
institutions. 

Our jic utilities have been 
largely rehabilitated and extended. 
Trolley busses have been introduced 
as well as some Diesel busses for 
feeder Unes, but this program hes 
been somewhat interrupted because 
of the inability to get deliveries, 
due of course to the fact that war 
necessities must receive first con- 
aideration.

Ployees, and many expressions of 
gatitude come to me from those 
who benefit thereby. 

The growing need for a sewer 
System in the Rupert street area 
was realized, and a $75,000 exten- 
sion to the sewer system is now 
underway.

OTTAWA, Nov. 6—(CP)—Fem- 
inine hearts may be torn between 
adding another piece of fudge or 
an extra Santa Claus sticker on 
Christm-s parcels for the men in 


the Canadian forces overseas, but 

whether or not it is dzintily pack- 
ed. each parcel must weigh only 

11 pounds. 

This is the edict of postal author- 
ities who add that to ensure reach- 
ing the men overseas parcels must | 
be mailed by Nov. 10. 

Postal officials further advise the | 
sensible thing in wrapping the holi- 
day parcels is to confine festive 
wrappers and ribbons to the inside 
parcels. “Parcels all decked out in| 
ribbons would be a sorry sight when, 
they arrived,” one official said. 


OMIT FRESH EGGS 

The post office department makes | 
no attempt to suggest what should 
be included in parcels bound for 
overseas but it does ask that fresh 
eggs be omitted—they won't be 
fresh on arrival and maybe some 
mew handkerchiefs or socks would 
be spoiled by them. 

Also, don't send jam or jelly or 
anything else in glass jars. Fresh 
fruit, too, is im the same Class as 
eggs — far from fresh when it 
reaches the other side. 

All Christmas parcels for over- 
seas should be fully prepaid, 

securely packed in strong con- 
tainers, wrapped in several layers 
of thick paper and tied with 
sirong twine. 

A slip bearing the address of the 
Soldier or airman who should re- 
ceive the parcel and the return ad- 
Gress of the sender should be en-| 
closed with the contents. The send- | 
er’s address should appear on the. 
cover and completed customs dec- 
larations forms are required on all 
parcels for troops abroad.

AIR ARM SPOTTING 


Another flare silently appeared 
stil] farther to the right, followed 
by a cluster of three more, Sudden- 
ly great white flashes jaggedly il- 
luminated the horizon. For 20 
seconds longer the stillness of the! 
desert persisted. Then we heard| 
the shuddering thunder of big ex- 
Plosions, 

“There is no ack-ack so it can't| 
be an air bombardment,” someone 
murmured. “It must be the Royal 
Navy and it’s probably the air arm 
dropping flares and spotting for 
them. Gad, what a show!” 

We drew our blankets and great- 
coats closer and watched the flares 
and flashes and listened tu the 
rumblings where the Germans were 
“copping it,” An hour before night- 
fall we had started out on the night 
patrol. The sun was just setting 
when we reached the place where 
the South African atmored cars 
were posted as advanced observa- 
tion units. On the great plateau 
south of the escarpment, mobility 
is quick and sudden and the armor- 
ed cars spend all the daylight hours 
watching the enemy for signs of 
movement. 

The patrol commander had got 
the latest dope about the Germans 
from the armored cars and then 
walked back to our vehicles. 

“No more cigarettes now,” he had 
announced. 


MOVE IN DARK 

We had waited for the last bit 
of daylight to fade away so as not 
to be silhouetted against the sky- 
line while the commanding officer 
took careful compass bearings. 
Then complete night took over and 
we had started out. 

I was sitting next to the driver 
of the second vehicle while on my 
left the second in command stood | 
on the running board gripping an 
American tommygun and peering 
ahead to keep the dark shape of 
the leading truck in view. 

Some parts of the desert had been 
fairly smooth going, with stones 
popping out noisily under the tires, 
but there had been awfully bumpy 
stretches. Once in a while the 
leading truck had stopped so that 
the patrol leader could take fresh 
compass bearings. We had gone 
on cautiously this way, 17 miles 
into what in the daytime is Ger- 
man-held territory but at night- 
time is anybody's land since at dusk 
the Germans withdraw a few miles 
to safer, stronger night positions, 

Once our leading truck had skid- 
ded its left-rear wheel into a slit 
trench and we had piled out and 
used our shoulders to get it out 
again. At one place we had passed 
over zigzag tank tracks showing 
strong skidmarks:on the desert’s 
hard surface—the site of some tank 
engagements weeks before. 


DON’T BE ASLEEP 

“Come with us 300 paces,” the 
patrol leader had told us. “Then 
you must go back to the trucks and 
wait. We'll be away four hours. 
After midnight don’t for God's sake, 
be asleep—and listen for our 
whistle. If we can’t hear you 
whistle back, then we'll signal. 
Answer likewise. If anything goes 
wrong and you have to leave the 
trucks, give us the signal so we'll 
know that the trucks aren't here 
any more,

Wheat Reserve 
For Exporting 
Nations Urged: 


REGINA, Nov. 6—(CP)—N. E- 
Dodd, direétor of the western 
division of the “Triple A” pro- 
gram of the United States, in an 
address to the 17th annual meet- 
ing of the Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool Wednesday advocated nego- 
tiation of an international agre®- 
ment between the wheat export- 
ing countries of the world “which 
would aim at the establishment of 
an ever pormal granary reserve 
upon which the import nations 
might draw.” 

In making the suggestion, Mr. 
Dodd outlined the objects of the 
Triple A in its relation to United 
States agriculture, and showed that 
under the operation of the plan, 
farmers participating received an 
average loan price of 98 cents per 
bushel at the farm which up to the 
present time has been maintained 
with mo cost to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. 


Applying the principle of the 
Triple A to the proposed interna- 
tional arrangement, Mr. Dodd sug- 
gested that by a definite under- 
standing between exporting nations, 
each could be apportioned a fair 
share of the export business and 
provision could be made for each 
nation to build up a reasonable re- 
serve tat woul@ stand there as a 
guarantee to the rest of the world, 
that there would always be a sup- 
ply of wheat sufficient for the need 
even in years of crop failure. 

“Nobody knows the kind of use 
you are going to have for this 
wheat,” he said. We've got to 
have an international reserve and 
each country should carry its } 
own reserve... -” 

“If we accept the responsibility 
to see that we always have an ade-| 
quate food supply, I think they | 
should see that we get a fair price | 
for it,” Mr. Dodd added.

Berlin last week announced that its 
raiders had sunk 14 vessels in a convoy 
an route to Britain. In point of fact 
four were sunk, the other ten coming 
safely into port with their cargoes. 

While making this customary cor- 
rection of Nazi arithmetic, the Admir- 
alty gave out some more information. 
During the first four days of this 
month scout ships and R.A.F planes 
sank or damaged 32 Axis vessels in the 
Channel. In October the number was 
89 and in September 53; the figures 
thus going up steadily and rapidly. In 
the Mediterranean 29 Axis vessels 
were sunk in September, and 34 sunk or 
damaged during October 

These figures serve to explain one 
reason why people in Germany are 
forbidden on severe penalties to listen 
to British broadcasts. It would cramp 
the Goebbels’ style if his listeners were 
allowed to learn how strongly he draws 
on his imagination to keep them 
thinking Britain is being starved while 
Axis ships move freely in the coastal 
waters and the Mussolini lake. 

While, for military reasons, London 
does not publish regular reports of 
Axis vessels destroyed, the fact prob- 
ably is that week by week as many of 
these are sent to the bottom as the 
ships which are sunk by Axis submar- 
ines along the sea lanes to Britain. The 
war of sinkings is not by any means 
one-sided, though loss of ships is less 
serious to the Axis powers than to Bri- 


tain.

Why Don't They Enlist 
ED 

The industrial branch of Canada’s 
war effort speaks for itself; the “tools 
are being turned out at a rate no one 
ventured to predict. The air force is 
expanding satisfactorily, in keeping 
with the increase in training facilities 
and planes. The navy has grown fast- 
ér than even the enthusiastic Minister 
hoped it could. The financing is being 
done on an admittedly safe and sane 
basis, and with marked success. 

The one “bad spot” in the whole 
program is the difficulty in getting 
men to enlist in the army for oversea 
service. The monthly quotas are not 
being met on time, despite the most 
energetic efforts of recruiting officers, 
perhaps in some instances because the 
methods have been more energetic than 
tactful. This means that new divisions 
are not coming up to standard accord- 
ing to plans, and that reserves are not 
being built up fast enough for those 
already overseas. 

This is a matter to which parlia- 
ment should devote some serious at- 
tention. Attention of the inquiring 
kind, not of the declamatory type. Per- 
sonal preconceptions of members as to 
the sufficiency of voluntary enlistment 
and the desirability of conscription are 
not to the point. What needs to be 
found out is why men in the needed 
numbers enlist in the air force and the 
navy but not in the Active army. 

Canadiens today are not different 
from those who rushed into the bat- 
talions in the former war. There must 
be reasons why they are less willing 
to join up with the infantry. Parlia- 
ment should put aside political consid- 
erations and make a factual examina- 
tion of the question. That can best 
be done, cun only be done profitably, by 
approaching the problem from the 
view-point of the man who is asked to 
enlist but won't. He isn't a coward. He 


isn't a fool. He isn't indifferent as to 
the outcome of the war. Then why 
doesn't he want to join the infantry? 


That is what parliament should set 


itself to find out. 


His Little Allies 


The Finns have not been fighting 
very hard lately, and there are hints 
that—having regained their lost terri- 
tory—they are little disposed to involve 
themselves in war with Britain as well 
as Russia by continuing on the offen- 
sive. The negotiation of a separate 
peace between Helsinki and Moscow is 
not unthinkable. 

At the other end of the confeder 
acy, Rumania has lost the flower of its 
army, not in regaining Bessarabia, but 
in fighting on Russian soil which there 
is no possibility of it keeping for itself 
however the war may go. From Istan- 
bul comes a not improbable report that 
Rumanian troops have been called 
home, leaving only a token force of a 
few brigades in the Nazi line-up 

These smaller powers joined Hitler 
in the attack on Russia for two reasons. 
Russia grabbed territory that beionged 
to them, which they wanted to recover. 
And they were afraid to refuse when 
the Fuehrer ordered them to make 
common cause with him. 

Both these considerations have been 
modified by the course of events. Fin- 
jand and ania have recovered the 
territory they claimed.

I have pointed out, in this space, the 
difficulty that has arisen Britain over 
giving military aid to Russia.

Admitting that Russian suspicion stems 
from the manner in which Britain, among 
other nations, isolated Russia and held her 
in contempt during her communistic ex- 
perimental period, admitting that we were 
highly culpable in this attitude, and ad- 
mitting that any force directed toward 
the destruction of Hitler is a benign force 
and should be encouraged, it is till appar- 
ent that somewhere a safety line should 
be drawn beyond which we may not step 
in our aid to the Soviets 

We cannot jeopardize Britzim for 
sake of saving Russia 

It seems to me that our war aims 
should be carefully redefined so that we 
do not fall into any such etror of enthus- 
iasm propagated by uninformed and un- 
thinking zealots. 

Aims That Coincide 

The salvation of Russia is important to 
us, speaking very frankly and honestly, 
from three chief standpoints: 

1. Because a resisting Russia occupies 
and destroys German men and equipment 
that might be wreaking destruction else- 
where 

2. Because a competent and intact 
Russia wil] prevent the German seizure of 
the Caucasian oil wells which would per- 
mit Hitler to carry on the war indefin- 
itely 

3. Because a defeated Russia, with the 
mercurial Russian temperament, might be 
converted into a Nazi Russia. No matter 
how the ideologies may differ, the step 
between any two kinds of totalitarianisms 
is not very great. On the other hand, a 
victorious Russia, still bitter agaifist Hit- 
lerism could just as easily be swung into 
democratic tendencies. 

From these standpoints, our aims and 
the aims of the Soviets coincide perfectly. 

In these particulars, it is just as im- 
portant to us as to the Russians that every 
sacrifice be made to stop Hitler's advance 
into Russian territory, 


Aims That Differ 


It has been apparent from the first, 
however, that there were bound to be 
points upon which Britain and Russia 
could not agree. 

This, of course, is a weakness of any 
military alliance. It explains the fact thai 
it took four years for the Allies to beat 
Germany in the last war. It explains a 
good deal of the delay and futility in this 
one 

In any coalition of states for ihe pur- 
poses of war, there will always be private 
aims and aspirations that have to be recon- 
ciled for the common weal. 

Any allied war movement, therefore, is 
essentially a matter of give and take. But, 
so far as any one nation is concerned, it 
should not all giving or all taking, be- 
cause that sort of thing just won’t work. 
It is dangerous to weaken any one unit of 
a war coalition for the sake of any other 
unit

LETTER TO LONDON SPECTATOR 


Sir: In the Spectator of September 26 
the writer mentioned that the Polish Goy- 
ernment proposes to issue a set of postage 
stamps, 

The’ Polish Government in London 
decided to avail themselves of their 
the Universal Postal Conven- 
May 23, 1939, in Buenos 
Aires. Accordingly, on December 15, 1941, 
a Polish postal service will be put into 
operation on Polish sea-going vessels, both 
merchant ships and men-of-war, ordinary 
and registered correspondence being ac- 
cepted. Furthermore, as agreed with the 
British postal authorities, it will be pos- 
sible in certain conditions for Polish mili- 
tary camps in Great Britain to avail them- 
selves of the Polish postal service. 

The procedure will be that on certain 
days letters from the camps, after passing 
the censor, will be sent to Polish vessels 
going to sea, where Polish stamps will be 
affixed and properly cancelled,. You will 
see, therefore, that Polish stamps will be 
issued precisely for the purpose of frank- 
ing letters and so I think they are sure to

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Lindbergh’s Previous Advice Disastrous 


He Has Learned Nothing From * 


Experience: Would Imperil 
America’s Safety 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Speaking in New York on Thursday 
evening, Colonel Lindbergh appealed to 
his own record on the war, arguing that 
what has happened in Europe is due to 
the fact that his advice was disregarded. 
If this is true, if Colone] Lindbergh is in 
fact the far-seeing, expert observer and 
prophet who was disregarded, 
then his views on the pre- 
sent situation do indeed 
have very great weight. 

Here, in his own 
words, is his version of 
what happened: 

By 1938 I had come to 
the conclusion that if a 
war occurred between 
Germany on the one side, 
and England and France 
on the other, it would re- 
? * sult either in a German 

* victory or in a prostrate 
W. Lippmann and devastated Europe. 
I therefore advocated that England and 
France build their military forces with the 
utmost rapidity, but that they permit Ger- 
many to expand eastward into Russia 
without declaring war. 

As you know, the opposite schoo] of 
thought prevailed, 

Colonel Lindbergh's memory has failed 
him. The views he held in 1938 were not 
disregarded. They were followed by the 
Chamberlain government in Britain and 
by M. Georges Bonnet, the Foreign Min- 
ister of France. The advice which Colonel 
Lindbergh gave the British and French 
governments was not disregarded. “The 
opposite schoo! of thought” did not prevail. 
Colonel Lindbergh's schvol of thought pre- 
vailed. and as a result Chamberlain and 
Daladier went to Munich in September, 
1938, and signed the Munich pact. 


Took His Advice 


At Munich Messrs. Chamberlain and 
Daladier did exactly what Colonel Lind- 
bergh says they should have done. They 
excluded Russia from the Munich con- 
ference. They compelled Czechoslovakia 
to surrender its defenses, which were the 
strongest in eastern Europe, and then, 
having isolated Russia, they did exactly 
what Colonel Lindbergh thinks they 
should have done: they declared to Hitler 
and served notice on Stalin that “they 
would permit Germany to expand east- 
ward into Russia without declaring war. 

If Colonel Lindbergh had judged Hitler 
and the European situation correctly, the 
Munich pact should have meant that Hitler 
would, thereafter. have improved his re- 
lations with Britain and France while he 
prepared “to expand eastwa rd into 
Russia.” But, in fact, Hitler did not do 
what Colonel Lindbergh’s prophecy re- 
quired Hitler to do.

France, for a redistribution 
of their African empires, and his agents 
were at work fomenting insurrection in the 
Middle East. 

Opposite Effect

berlein, and incidentally Colonel Lind- 
burgh, planned and expected. Hitler did 
not turn against Russia, On the contrary, 
having separated Russia from Britain and 
France, he could ignore Russia for the time

Colonel] Lindbergh’s idea, which was also 
that of the British and French appeasers, 
weg that Britain and France could buy 
safety and time to arm by inviting Hitler 
to attack Russia. This idea, as dishonor-

Lindbergh Heeded

And 
the tragedy of Europe is not that Colonel 
Lindbergh's conclusions were disregarded 
but that they were accepted by the ruling 
classes of Britain and France. 

Learned Nothing 

It is Colonel Lindbergh who has learn- 
ed nothing from experience, not even from 
the events in which he himself played a 
not inconsiderable part. Thinking that his 
advice to’abandon Russia in 1938 and in- 
vite Hitler to attack Russia was disre- 
garded, when, in fact, it was adopted at 
Munich, he still thinks that the way to 
preserve the peace is to invite Hitler to 
destroy all his opponents one by one. That 
is Colonel Lindbergh's advice to us today, 
He wants to go on doing what Mr. Cham- 
berlain, fortified by his own advice, did in 
1938—to deliver to Hitler one by one the 
nations capable of resisting him. 

Thus, having been in favor of a Nazi 
attack on Russia in 1938 as a means of pre- 
serving “peace,” he would now abandon 
Russia to Hitler, and he would now aban- 
don Britain to Hitler, and he would now 
abandon China to Hitler’s ally—all for the 
sake of peace and in the name of peace. 

If he can now succeed in doing in the 
United States what in 1938 he did in Bri- 
tain and France he will once more separ- 
ate Russia from Britain, and then he will 
separate Britain from America, The prac- 
tical consequences now would again be 
what it was after 1948—not to preserve 
the peace but to make certuin that Hitler 
did not have to fight more than one great 
power at a time. 

And so when he says that “after two 
years of war we are in a better position to 
judge the policies that were followed by 
England and France,” he is quite right. 
But he might add that we are also in a 
better position to judge the policy advo- 
cated by Colonel Lindbergh since 1938.

Nursing Service 
For Canuck Navy 


OTTAWA, Nov. 6—(CP)—-Estab- 
lishment of a nursing service in the 
Royal Canadian Navy was disclosed 
Sunday night in the Canada Gaz- 
ette. 

A navy spokesman described the 
new service as an off-shoot from 
the army nursing service which 
formerly looked after navy needs.

Navy hospitals were being built 
at Halifax and Esquimalt and the 
nursing service would staff them.

Highest rank in the service is 
that of matron-in-chief, equivalent 
to Lieutenant-Commander, and the 
pay is $7.76 a day.

A nursing sister and dietician 
gets $4.25 and has rank equivalent 
to sub-lieutenant. Her pay increases 
to $5 after six months. A nursing 
sister who is an assistant matron 
or in charge of a hospita) of from 
100 to 175 beds gets an extra 50 
cents a day. Home sisters and phy- 
siotherapy aids, with corresponding 
rank to midshipman, are paid $3.

“If it 
does the samie thing through this 
war and for 25 years after 1939, the 
Interest on the Dominion’s debt 
will be $2,000,000 per day at the 
end of the 25 years. Someone wil! 
have to stop it or it will go there,” 
he said.

never pay the public debt left after 
the war is over. Mr. Aberhart was 
addressing the Southwestern Al- 
berta Teachers’ Association annual 
convention, 

Telling the teachers’ convention 
here last night that he was mis- 
quoted, Mr. Aberhart added: “I 
never said at any time that Canada 
could never pay its debt. It is the 
richest country in the world and 
We can pay an enormous debt 

“I did say that during the last 25 
years the debt of Canada had in- 
creased seven-fold. If we increase 
our debt at the same rate as during 
the past 25 years, we will have to 
pay $2,000,000 interest per day at 
the end of another 25 years. I did 
not say that debts of the previous 
war have not been paid.”
